The 
daughter had been ravished and then mar- 
dered by mutilation. Horses’ tracks were 
discovered in the yard, which, on being fol: 
lowed, led to the arrest of a negro cowboy, 
who said he had stopped at Urney’s house for 
a driuk, and sawtwo white men enter the 
yard as he left. The negro’s lariat was miss- 
ing, and he was taken into custody. Fearing 
lynching the officers have left Throckmorton 
with the prisoner.

RUSSIA'S DEMANDS. 


General Kaulbar’s Note to the Bulgarian 
Government, 


Soria, October 1.—General Kaulbar has 
addressed a note to the Bulgarian government, 
complaining of the treatment received by the 
cistributers of his circular yesterday. The 
government, in reply, said that the law would 
puoish all persons guilty of violence, The 
government could not be held respoasible for 
the ¢ffect of so inflammatory a docament. The 
circular had been nicknamed “The Czar’s Ten 
Cummandments.” The authorities of Puilip- 
popolis have refased ‘to General 
Kaulbar’s telegram containing the Russian 
demands. 

The people throughout the country have 
held meetings and adopted resolutions beg- 
ging the government to reject General Kaul- 
bar’s demands. 

BERLIN, October 1.—The North German 
Gazette reiterates that Alexander’s abdication 
was voluntary on his part. It says: 

Russia bas an old score against Alexander, but 
there is no evidence that threats were used against 
him, The actien of Germany and Austria-Hun- 
gery was confined to persuading Alexander, in a 
confidential and courteous manner, torefrain from 
immediateexé¢uiions. Alexander ought to have 
heen prepared toexperience plots in’ a country 
like Bulgaria, Other countries experienced similar 
plots without theirsovereign forthwith resigning.

Wheat was steady, and afair business was 
deve at previous rates. In flour more business 
was done, end prices were steady. Maize was 
in good demand at fall rates.

JOINED TO A LITERARY COLLEGE, 

There is imbued in human nature certain 
social instincts that are beyond the 
reach of any law making powcr. i will give 
you some higher authority than my owa as- 
sertion for the proof of the statement that 
such schools do not work well together. Here 
is a letter from Professor Edward Atkinson in 
which he asserts in the most positive language 
whati have just stated. 

Boston, Fuptember 28, 1886.—Sam’l M. Inman 
Esq , Dea: -ir: A proposition was sabmitted many 
years azo lor merging the Massachusetts instituce 
of techuoingy with the Lawrence scientific shool 
of BHaryarc university, and making both a singie 
school of tecunical instruction under the general 
contro] of the faculty ofthe university; the teca- 
nical department to have its own special corps of 
instructors apd to be subject toacommittee con- 
sisting sibstantiaily of those who had deen, or 
who miz!:: be, the directors of the corporation of 
toe Matsa iusetts institute of technology.- 

The institute was struggling for waut of money, 
and, one may say, with itsown development, its 
tounders baying been more conversant with what 
they thought they needed in the way of technical 
instruction than with the true method of perfecting 
their plans,

en, and bas n since, practicaily a failure. A 

reat deal of good work has been done by the pro- 
essore, but ga more in the direction of scien 
tific research, under such men as Dr Walcott Gibbs, 
than in the direction of ap science, 
investigating the reasons I found. that, while it 
was a part of the university, the schoo) was looked 
upon as one lower plane: the students were not 
considered the equal of the other students, and io 
many subtle ways which can hardly be defined, 
the tecbnical department had become ‘‘a bob to 
the bigger kite.’’ This expresses it as well as any 
way in which I can putit into words. 

i then looked intotne relation of the Sheffield 
ecientifie school to Yale college, and although the 
union there had not. been as ciose as at Harvard, I 
found substantially the same conditions, Corstanmt 
friction and difficulty. : 

I then made such investigation as I could in re- 
gard to the techuical schools of foreign couutries 
a0 1 was satisfied that every successfal techaical | 
sch: ol, whether of agenerai order, like that of 
Zuricb, in Switzerlan®, or like that of Paris, the 
Ectle des arts et des Metiers and others, (all suc- 
cessful schools of upper science, in fact) had 
been separate and independent schools. 

The other members of the committee reached 
the same concjurion. and we decided that it 
would be a positive disadvantage to technical in- 
struction, if the schoel were mmecorporated with 
the university or merged therein, and we main 
tained ourceparate exis“ence and individuality. 
The subsequent history of the institute has fully 
justified this course. The applicants for admis- 
fiob each year now outnumber those of any of 
the universities or schools of higher instruction 
ip tbe whole country. 

The method of theschool has developed itsclf, 
and we have succeeded in that most 
im portant matter of givipg 4 special direction 
tw the bigher schools and to the prepsratory 


stroction cometo us year by year much better 
repared than they formerly were. Hadthe 8cnool 
een merged with Harvard university, I do not 
believe any such change in the method of prepa 
ration would have come about. I donot think 
any suggestion for combination would now be en- 
yerteined tor a moment,

Take the laboratory for 
instance, Thereis no better man for the 
pcsition inthe world than the professor in 
charge, but will beis a professor of the univer- 
sity as well as of the'school%of technology, and 
you will get only such part of his time for 
your school as he can spare from his dutics at 
the university, and you have got to take such 
laboratory aa you find, tor a university as 
well as for a technological school. ‘Sap- 
pore it is absolutely mecessary that 
some part should be added? Yon 
have got to apply to the board of directors of 
the college to supply the deficiency. They 
may dieagree with you. Professo? White may 
say: “Il think we can get along with what 
we have.”’ You want a laboratory peculiarly 
adapted tothe school you are going to com- 
mence, You want machinery absolutely adap- 
ted to your own needs.

Mr. Burns, of the Manufacturers’ association, 
spoke of the way such schools were managed 
in New England, and showed that a mechani- 
cal school had never been succeasful when con- 
nected with a university. 

Mr. T. W. Rucker replied in a short speech 
tothe charges'in Mr. Howell’s speech that 
Athens had no right to offer the university 
buildings for the purpose. He also replied to 
the charge that thie two schools could not be 
sucoossfolly run together. 

The chair desired to know if the donations 
made by Atlanta were binding, from a logal 
standpoint, provided the school was located 
here, : 

Colonel Howell acsured him on this point, 
by citing.the instance when tho city mace cer- 
tain donations in order to get the capitol here. 

Mr. H. W. Grady said that, being a trustee 
of the State university, he had determined to 
take no part in the discussion, but the cause 
of technical edueation in <ieorgia went deeper 
than‘any other single interest in the state, 
apd there was one consideration, he thought, 
had not been presented. The technological 
commissiovera were not appointed to cheapen 
the scheme of public education in Georgia. 
They were appointed im response to @ 
demend for a new education, the 
lack of which had made us vassels of New 
England for a century and without which the 
south could nctreack fallindependence. Now 
if the commissioners desired to still farther 
economize ourseheme of higher education 
already illiberal to the point of disgrace, they 
had better go to Athens, for five ofthe six 
professors needed were already employed 
there, and there were buidings and equip:

GUILTY OF MURDER. 
LUTHBR EBELL'SON I8 SENTENCED 
FOR LIFES. 

The Jury, (ftor Being Out Bighteen Miautes, Briag 
in a Verdict of Guilty of Murder-—Gometaing 


About the Evidence -Kilied Near the 
House in Which He Was Bora. 


Lather Ellison was found guilty of murder, 
Judge Clarke sentenced him to imprisonment 


for life in the state penitentiary. 

When court convened yesterday morning 
Judge Wright concladed his argument in 
defense of the prisoner. He left nothing 
unsaid to convince the jury of Ellison's inno- 
cence of the crime of murder. If he was gailty 
of anything it was manslaughter, and ho did 
not believe he was even guilty of that. What 
he had dome was in self.defense, and he 
bad no doubt but that the devoted 
mother then sitting by her son couid 
imprint upon his lipsa kise, the same as in 
his boyhood days, and believe him {nnoceat 
ofthe crime. Judge Wright continued his 
war of words upon Solicitor Hill, but in the 
next breath would compliment him npon his 
legal ability and convincing argument, 

| COLONEL R. L SIBLEY 
followed Judge Wright in behalf of Ellison. 
His speech was aconyincing one,and was 
pronounced by many to be the best he ever 
made. Judge Wright going so far as to say that 
ifhe had known his partrer ccu!d do so 
well he would not have said a word, but Wwou'd 
have given the entire time for argument to 
him. Colonel Sibley used the little evidencs 
in bis client’s behalf to the utmost ad vantage. 
He pictured the gilded den of sin and shame 
where he was forced in defense of his own life 
to takethe lifeof another. His ciieat had not 
frequented such places, and when Wail jumped 
upon top of him he did not kuow whether it 
was for the purpose of robbery or for murder. 
Ellison had nothing else to do bat to use his 
knife or anything else he could get his haads 
on, There was no time for thinking. He 
meant to do something and to do it qnickiy. 
Coienel Sibley’s efforts in behalf of his client 
showed that he had studied the case 
thc roughly. 
SOLICITOR C. D. HILL. 

Every speech delivered by Solicitor C. D. 
Bill is thought by many to be the best effort 
of nis life, but there isno doubt but that the 
one he made yesterday in behalf of the state 
was one of the finest legal arguments ever list- 
ened toin any courtroom. For exactly two 
bours and one half his eloguence was listened 
to with profound attention by everyone in the 
crowded courtroom. Every ear was 
@2en to catch every word ‘from 
the gifted gentleman, whose flights of elo- 
quenceand logic were simply marvelous. 
After paying his respects to the gentleman 
who bad preceded him he went down intothe 
merits and facts in the case,and dealt with 
the evidence inthe order it had been given 
in. He remembered almost verbatim the 
evidence of each witness, and analyzed it just 
as he thought it should be. Hesaid that no 
one pittied the poor boy and distressed mother 
more than he did, but that Ellison was the 

ARCHITECT OF His OWN RUIN, 

and must suffer the consequences. No one 
was to blame but himself. Poor Bart Wall, 
who now fills an untimely grave, was not to 
blsme. While trying to act the part of peace- 
maker ke had the murderous blade plunged 
through his lung. Ellison did it andit was 
done while Wall was standing up. The story 
about Wall beipg on top of him when he cut 
bim was utterly untrue. Had Wall been on 
top Ellison would have been as bloody as a 
beef, as nothing could have prevented the 
blood from spurting outonto him. Solicitor 
Hill attacked the opposing counsel for their 
ateaults upon the poor women at whose house 
the fatal affair occurred. He said that such
